ENSACOLA (Ha.) Sept. 27.—-The 

worst sea storm and hurricane 

that the gulf coast has experi- 
enced since the village of Pensacola 
on the Santa Rosa Island was swept 
away, 170 years ago, began last night, 
and was still raging late this after- 
noon. | 

It is reported that many lives be- 
tween the city and the navy yard have 
been lost but as many rumors of this 
character have been current all day, 
the report does not obtain credence. 
It is known, however, that many of 
the houses in that section are under 
from five to ten feet of water, and 
many persons have been takn from 
second-story windows and carried 
safely to boats. 

ESTIMATED LOSS HEAVY. 

The estimated property damage is 
$3,000,000. Every house in Pensacola 
has suffered damage, and many roofs 
are blown off. Telephone and electric 
light wires are among tae mass. 

The water front is strewn with 

wreckage for miles on either side of 
the city, and vessels are piled on the 
wharves, or where the wharves once 
were, in utter ruin. 
Big iron steamers and many lighter 
sailing ships are lying, high and dry 
up in the city, where the tide has 
never been known to reach. 

Every wharf for miles around has 
been swept away, or is damaged be- 
yond repair. 

1 o’clock this morning. There is no 
street car traffic and communication 
with M outside world is practically 
cut off. 

The streets of Pensacola are strewn 
— timbers, tin roofing and broken 
glass. 

This dispatch, with other telegraphic 
matter, is being carried to Flomation, 
Ala., by the Western Union manager, 
who makes the trip by train to ascer- 
tain the exact extent of damage done 
elsewhere.

Upon the merest flash frome the 
telegraph wires, telling that it was rv- 
mored on the New York Stock Ex- 
change that New Orleans had been vis- 
ited by a tidal wave, the Evening 
News rushed an “extra” into the down- 
town streets, proclaiming the annſhi- 
lation of the metropolis of the South. 

In the same manner the News, last 
April 18, when all of the country was 
wrought to a great state of nervous 
excitement over news of the San Fran- 
cisco disaster, put out an “extra” edi- 
tion here, telling of the damage to 
several of the principal business blocks 
and public buildings in this city by 
earthquake, and caused the same re- 
port to be sent broadcast over the 
country. 

The Record said then, and now re- 
peats, that in its opinion buch jour- 
nalism“ should be put under restraint. 

It is the duty of a newspaper to pub- 
lish the news, regardless of whatever 
interests may be affected: but the 
newspaper that publishes as news that 
which is not a t is doing irreparabié 
damage, as thé, Evening News did to 
Los Angeles by publishing the false 
earthquake story, and has done again 
in spreading an unconfirmed and later 
denied report of a tidal wave destroy- 
ing New Orleans.

COMMERCE AND TARIFF

American foreign commerce came 
within $30,00,000 of crossing the three 


billion doilar line in the twelve months 
ended June 20, last. Now it has done 
so. Bureau of Statistics figures for the 
twelve months ended August 31, last. 
total at $3,013.817.633, made yp of ex- 
ports, $1,759,417,898, and imports $1,- 
254,399,735. This doeg not include our 
trade with the several pieces of non- 
contiguous American territory, which 
trade amounts to fully $100,000,000 a 
year more, and was included in our 
foreign commerce totals until about 
five years. ago. Censequently that 
trade is to the good of any figures of 
our foreign commerce since 1900, which 
we may use in comparison with fig- 
ures of earlier years. 

Nothing more strikingly evidences 
the remarkable growth, and, as one 
might almost also say, typifies the 
history of our great young country, 
than an exhibit of its imports and ex- 

rts, for each decennial year of its 
ife.
